Today from 6.22 plus, he is officially considered to be a toddler/wobbler, up to 3 years, ending 
his internship as a newborn then infant. Today also makes 1 year of my clinical supervision of 
Josiah, adding valuable knowledge and experience to my online training of Children Studies, 
recently started, with the Alison Free Diploma Course offered. 

Suffice it to say, that when my research is published, there will be some challenges to the body 
of work done by developmental psychologists in the past. 

Firstly, I can state positively that the love, appreciation, understanding and attention given to 
Josiah by my daughter and me, has contributed in a large way to him not sucking his finger out 
of frustration and/or using a comforter as restraint, for one single day of his 12 months. 

Secondly, I can certify that mothers and other caregivers need urgent help to share the 
supervision and care for children, for a minimum of three years in the first instance, especially 
if clinical supervision is desirous, making it mandatory that the discipline of Human Resource 
Development factor in a Full Cycle Component, which will provide for such help. 

The unadulterated, powerful, tender and unequalled love children have to share, intrinsic with 
their total dependency on their caregivers is an unforgettable experience and I sincerely hope 
many can eventually share this Godly gift, granted without one iota of human baggage. 

My 30 plus years involved with the discipline of Architecture, practicing as a Natural Growth 
Architect and Housing Specialist, adding Domestic Violence Counsellor after 1994, doing 
developmental research in "The social effects of and construction methods employed 
community lifestyles and low cost housing respectively, utilizing modern day techniques, 
with an accent on Tropical Architecture," has already produced material for publishing, which 
is archived in the internet cloud www.archive.org at a Donald Berment search query (where 
free textbooks and MAVAW's Parenting Without Tears are available, including the concept of 
the BSD Syndrome).
